“ Not less than 10,000 ang probably nearer 
15,000 cars| of soft coal are being held by 
Chicago coal dealers in the railroad storage 
yards on the outskirts of the city.

Representatives of at least six coal rail- 
roads have been named in subpeenas that will 
be served today, and from them the grand 
jury will learn who owns this vast amount‘ 
of fuel, how long it has been held back from 
the market, and the numbers of reconsign- 
\ments that have been made of many of the 
cars by persons who have been speculating 


| 
Where Coal Is Hoarded. 

The investigators have reported that the 
Michigan Central is holding 1,300 carloads 
of coal at Wildwood, while along the tracks 
at the saime place is a pile of coal said to 
be “as big as a house.” The investigators 
could not learn who owns the cars or the pile. 

At Dolton, so the reports come in, there 
are fully 5,000 cars of coal, while on a short 
cutoff line running east from Dolton are 
said to be 1,000 loaded coal cars.

FIREMEN ON A JUMP 


MAN Y ALARMS TURNED IN; MANY 
| DIFFICULTIES TO FACE. 


Frozen Hydrants Delay Action on the 


* Flames, Which Threaten Numerous 
Buildings in the Woodlawn Dis- 
trict—Truck Collides with a Cable 
Train and Is Disabled—Freezing 
Weather, Drifting Snow, and High 
Wind Increase the Dangers. 


Bitter cold, high winds, driving snow, and 
frozen fire hydrants combined to make yes- 
terday a memorable day in the records of the 
Chicago fire department. 

Between noon and midnight thirteen regu- 
lar alarms and eleven “ stills ’’ were sent in. 
One fire at Sixty-third street and Monroe 
avenue during the afternoon caused $50,000 
damage, and for a time threatened far more 
serious loss, as the fire hydrants were frozen 
and the firemen found themselves powerless 
to cope with the flames. Fortunately the 
difficulty experienced by the firemen in the 
Woodlawn district was not noted in other 
portions of thecity. The reason given for the 


trouble there was that the covering provided | 


for the water pipes in the plug boxes was 
either imperfect or had been neglected en- 
tirely. Trouble with frozen plugs is not ex- 
perienced as a rule until there has been sev- 


eral days of weathér with the mercury show- | 


ing much lower than gero. 


Fire Wagon in Collision. 
On the way to the fire at Sixty-third street 


and Monroe avenue, which was in a busi- 


mess block, a truck from engine company 
50's house at Forty-seventh street and Went- 
worth avenue was struck by a cable car and 
put out of commission. The members of the - 
company jumped and saved themselves from 
injury. 

While the fire was at its height an alarm 
from Sixty-seventh and State streets was 
turned in, necessitating a second changing 
of quarters by fire companies to guard 
against additional alarms. 

For three hours-the firemen faced the cold 
and fought the flames, which were fanned 
by a strong northeast wind. Three dogs 
Were burned to death, and a spectator nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury from one of 
the explosions that attended the fire. 

Members of a chemical company were the 
oniy firemen on the ground that at first were 
able to attempt to stay the flames. While 
the engines labored to pump water from 
frozen plugs Chief Kenyon sent in three ex- 
tra alarms, realizing increasing danger of 
the situation. 


Remove Oil from Danger. 


Patroimen Baird and McInniney saw dan- 
ger of a possible explosion of an oilhouse 
in the rear of White's grocery, and they 
broke open the shed and rolled barrels of 
petroleum and gasoline into the alley. A 
few minutes later the shed was on fire. 

In the Abbotsford flat building, 6812 Mon- 
Troe avenue, the tenants became alarmed, 
and many prepared to move their belong-. 


ings. Guests in the Colonial hotel, across 
the street, watched the blaze from their 
windows. 


H. G. Johnson of the Colonial hotel was 
standing near the east corner of the build- 
ing when an explosion occurred. He was 
knocked off his feet and his hair and eye- 
brows were singed. | 

The fire originated from crossed electric 
wires on the roof of the delicatessen store.

RENEW FIGHT FOR CHILD 


PARENTS OF PRINCIPAL J. W. 
BROOKS CAUSE HIS ARREST. 


Charge of Contempt in Enticing 
Them to Bring His Daughter to 
Chicago, Where by Habeas Corpus 
He Obtained Custody—Writ Issued 
by Judge Creighton of Sangamon, 
Who Gave Girl to Grandparents. 


In an effort to regain possession of Flor- 
ence Brooks, her grandparents at Spring- 
field yesterday caused her father, Principal 
James YW. Brooks of the Shields school, to 
be taken to Springfield under arrest to an- 
swer a charge of contempt of court. 

Sheriff Brainard and a deputy sheriff from 
the Sangamon County court and a detective 
from the Central police station arrested Mr. 
Brooks as he was leaving the Normal Park 
Presbyterian church shortly after noon. He 
Was arrested on a writ of attachment charg- 
ing contempt of court issued by Judge 
Creighton of Springfield. He was also served 
with a writ to produce the daughter, whom 
the father had left behind after the church 
service so that she might attend the Sunday 
school. Both Brooks and his daughter were 
taken to the Central police station. 


Scene Caused by the Arrest. 

The officers arrived at the Brooks home a 
short time after Brooks and his daughter 
had left toattend church, and followed them. 
Brooks had just left the vestibule of the 
church when he was confronted by Sheriff 
Brainard, who read the writ. 

Accompanied by the deputy Brooks re- 
turned to the church after bis daughter. 
Considerable commotion was caused by the 
excited manner with which Brooks called his 
daughter from her Sunday school class and 
bade her go with him. 

Attiring herself for the cold weather, the 
daughter followed her father to the streei, 
and they were taken to the Central police 
station. At the station Brooks was informed 
that he was charged with contempt of court, 
cn the ground that he used fraudulent means 
to have his mother bring the child to Chicago 
for the holidays, in order that he might get 
poesession of her. 

_Subpoena for the Girl. 

At the station a subpcena was served upon 
the girl citing her to appear at the Sanga- 
mon county court.’ When Brooks was taken 
to the train at 2:30 o'clock in the afternoon 
he asked that the police take his daughter 
home, as she would not go to Springfield with 
his consent and was within the jurisdiction 
of Judge McEwen of the Circuit court. Un- 
satisfied as to his right to take the girl with 
him, Sheriff Brainard sent the girl home. 

Two years ago Judge Creighton placed the 
child in the possession of the grandparents, 
Prof. and Mrs. Andrew M. Brooks. The 
grandparents now allege that an innocent 
looking letter written by James Brooks and 
his wife inviting them to Chicago for Christ- 
mas dinner that a family reconciliation 
might be effected placed the child in the 
jurisdiction of another court and finally, by 
habeas corpus proceedings, transferred the 
possession of the little one to her father. 


No Contempt, Says Jacob Kern. 

Jacob Kern, who represented Prof. Brooks 
before Judge McEwen, said last night that 
he was not surprised at the action of Judge 
Creighton. He predicted that the judge 
would find Mr. Brooks guilty of contempt 
and that the decision will be reversed on 
appeal. | 

“Two years ago,”” said Mr. Kern, ‘* Mr. 
Brooks swore out a writ of habeas cerpus 
for possession of the child in Springfield. 
The trial proceeded before Judge Creighton. 
The court decided that the child was in ill 
health; that the climate in Chicago was 
detrimental to her, which did not appear in 
evidence; and that it was for the best inter- 
ests of the child that it remain with her 
grandparents. Mr. Brooks having availed 
himself of the only legal remedy left him, 
and having sworn out a new writ, success- 
fully prosecuted it before Judge McEwen.

The country Is 
burning no more coal, probably less.

An abnormally large death rate and sick- 
ness which affects 10 per cent of Chicago’s 
population are charged directly to the ceal 
famine by the city health department. In 
its weekly bulletin, issued last night, the 
department declares that the situation is

Young and Old Stricken. 


In explaining the effect that the coal situa- 
tion is having on the city’s health the bulle- 
tin says: | 

‘** Pully 10 per cent of nearly 200,000 resi- 
dents of Chicago, are today suffering from 
ailments of a grave character caused by pri- 
vation and exposure resulting from the coal 
famine. Already these ailments are refiect- 
ed in the enormous increase of deaths among 
those at the extremes of life—the young and 
the aged, in both of whom the powers of 
vital resistance are at the lowest. 

** Since the first of the year there has been 
an increase of nearly 20 (19.2) per cent in the 
number of deaths amorig those under 5 years 
of age over the number in the corresponding 
period of last year, when this death rate was 
about normal. 

* Among those over 60 years of age the 
increase is much greater—24 per cent last 
week over the- week previous and 36.7 per 
cent over the normal rate of the correspond- 
ing period of 1902. | 

“ This excess of increased death rate among 
the aged is caused chiefly by the effects of 
cold and exposure in hastening to a fatal 
termination many of the chronic diseases, 
the sufferers from which, under ordinary con- 
ditions, might have survived for many years. 

‘“‘A consideration of these indisputable 
facts and conditions, which public health 
administration is powerless to remedy, may,

NEW ORDINANCE ON COAL, 


MR. BADENOCH TO INTRODUCE 
ONE IN COUNCIL TONIGHT. 


Finds City Has Power to Punish “Fore- 
| stalling” and Proposes to Make It 
a Misdemeanor Punishable by Fine 
‘ef Net. te Exceed $200—Ten Days 
' Must Elapse Before Such a Regula- 
tion Can Take Effect—Other Busi- 
ness for Aldermen. 


. A combination to raise the price of coal will 
be made a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of $200, if Ald. Badenoch succeeds in his plan. 
He will introduce such an ordinance at, the 
council meeting tonight. This, the alderman 
said Jast night, would do more than anything 
yet suggested to bring coal to its normal 
rice. 
At the last meeting of the council 
Badenoch introduced a resolution asking the 
corporation counsel to give an opinion re- 
ding the city’s powers to punish persons 
ho increase the prices of commodities by 
illegal means. Corporation Counsel Walker 
examined the charter and found that the city 
had been given the power to punish persons 
found guilty of forestalling. Forestalling 
under the common law generally meant the 
persuading of sellers not to take their com- 
modities to market, the devising of fictitious 
means, combining and conspiring to increase 
the price of any necessity. 


Committee Meeting Called, 


This opinion was prepared on Saturday and 
when Ald. Badenoch returned to the city 
from Iowa he decided at once that the city 
should have such an ordinance, and the cor- 
poration counsel will prepare the measure 
this morning. Mr. Badenoch has called a 
meeting of the railroad committee for 2:30 
this afternoon, when.the ordinance will be 
considered and arrangements made for its 
passage this evening by a suspension of the 
rules of the council. The alderman con- 
siders the passage of the ordinance an emer- 
gency matter which should receive the im- 
mediate sanction of the aldermen. It will 
take ten days, however, after the ordinance 
pe published before it can become a law of the 

ty. 

“Of course, the council does not have 
power over interstate commerce and railroad 
traffic, but the charter of the city gives the 
council] the power to prohibit forestalling,”’ 
said Mr. Walker last night. ‘“* Heretofore 
the evils of forestalling have been met in 
some other way and the council has passed 
no ordinance providing penalties, but the 
explicit power is given to the council to pro- 
hibit it. I will have the ordinance ready to- 
day for the committee.” 


Ownership of Street Railways. 


Municipal ownership of street rallways will 
not be discussed at the meeting of the 
counoil this evening. All parties to this de- 
bate have agreed to postpone it for a week 
at least. It is possible, however, the mu- 
nicipal ownership of gas and electric plants 
may come up for some sort of action, as the 
bill prepared by the mayor’s private commit- 
tee on this subject is ready. 

According to the agreement made on Sat- 
urday, Ald. Jackson will introduce his su 
stitute bill for the municipal ownership of 
street railways agreed on at the Great North- 
ern caucus, and it will lay over and be pub- 
lished without reference to committee. It 
will then be in shape to be considered with 
the Finn-Dunne bill,as amended and the 
Bennett substitute a week from this even- 
The amendment to the rules of the council, 
changing the hour of meeting from evening 
to afternoon,-is in shape where it can be 
called up if thought desirable. I¢ is not con- 
sidered wise, however, to bring this proposi- 
tion to a vote unless all the aldermen are 
present, as being an amendment to the rules 
it requires a two-thirds vote ofall the alder- 
men elected to pass it. 


ARCOLA DEFENDS COAL GRAB. 


Citizens and Officials Appleud Confisca- 
tion of Train—Much Suffering 
| _ from, Fuel Famine. 


‘Arcola, Ill, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—Every one 
in Arcola wears a satisfied look today. Last 
night the mercury registered below zero. but, 
the train load of coal that was confiscated 
by citizens yesterday is going up from hun- 
dreds of chimneys. Fires are burning in 
stoves that have stood cold for weeks. The 
people seem to care little what action the 
railroad company will take in the matter 
of the confiscation. The general opinion, 
however, prevails that there will be no at- 
tempt to bring indictments. 8S. R. Lentz, 
the local Central agent, this evening said: 

“TIT have heard nothing from headquarters 
today, but think the company will be rea- 
sonable when they learn of the distress that 
existed here." 

Mayor Monahan says: ‘The city will 
bring no action in regard tothe raid. I think 
the forcible seizure was justifiable.’”’ | 

One of yesterday’s incidents shows how de- 
termined the mob was. When an Illinois 
Central-engine backed into the siding and 
threatened to haul away some cars of coal 
the fire department attached 100 feet of hose 
to a hydrant and threatened immersion. The 
cars were not molested. 


Burn Corn in Nebraska. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 11.—[{Special.]—During 
the last fortnight coal has been so scarce in 
Adams county that the farmers have been 
compelled to burncorn. At first they started 
burning fence posts and loose timbers, but 
now they have nothing left to burn but corn, 
and this they have been feeding to the flames 
regardless of the fact that it is worth 35 
cents a bushel. The situation is becoming 
strained in Omaha. At one time yesterday 
the street railway company was only an 
hour ahead on its coal supply. Relief came 
in time and the company secured two days’ 
supply. Other coal consumers are similarly 
situated, 


Expect Cheaper Coal This Week. 


New York, Jan. 11.—({Special.]—Prepara- 
tions were made today at the docks and re- 
eelving points of the railway companies for 
taking care of shipments of anthracite this 
week. A good deal of coal arrived today and 
was handled by a force of special men in spite 
of the snow and rain, It was learned that 
the independent operators, as their prices 
will shortly have to be cut owing to the less- 
ening demand for coal, will make efforts to 
rush anthracite to tide water this week. 

The depots where coal is sold by the pail 
were well stocked today. Thousands of peo- 
ple bought coal by the pail, the snow causing 
east siders to fear a coming blizzard. 


Galesburg Plants Are Closed. 


‘Galesburg, Ill., Jan. 11.—[Special.J—The 
shortage of fuel here has become so acute 
that today the etreet car company could fire 
but one boiler, and only half service was 
given. The temperature is at zero, with a 
high wind, many families have but a 
meager supply. The large brick plants have 
closed down from lack of fuel and many 
men are out of employment.

TRAINMEN ON MOVING CARS

EXTREMELY Low, 


Physicians in 0 NB Have Given 
Up All Hope That He Will Last More 
Than a Few Hours—Patient Is 81

Stevens Hewitt, former mayor of New York 
City and distinguished|as a philanthropist,:

At 10 o’cleck tonight it was announced that 
Mr. Hewitt was growing weaker, and that 
there was hardly a bare possibility that he 
might survive the night, | 

Mr. Hewitt, who is in his eighty-first year, 
has been confined to his bed since Thursday 
at his resid@nce in this city. He is suffering 
from obstructive jaundice. Since then Mr. 


‘Hewitt has been ‘constantly attended by Dr. 


C. H. Chetwood, Dr. B.'L. Keyes, and Dr. E. 
L. Keyes Jr. and three nurses. Dr. Francis 
Delafield was called ‘in! in consultation. 

The bulletfn issued at 10 o’clock tonight 
read as follows: ‘‘ Mr. Hewitt has continued 
to grow progressively weaker. He sleeps 
most of the time and suffers no pain.”’

Career of A. S. Hewitt. 


Abram 8. Hewitt was born in Haverstraw, 
Rockland county, N. Y., July 31, 1822. His 
father was an English mechanic, who was 
one of the four men sent from England to 
set up the first steam engine in the United 
States. This man, John'Hewitt, settled in the 
‘United States and continued in the business 
of building and setting up steam engines. 
Young Hewitt worked on a farm until he 
was old enough to go to the public schools 
and later he won a scholarship in Columbia 
college. He was admitted to the bar in 1845. 

During his college career he became ac- 
quainted with Edward Cooper, the son of 
Peter Cooper, and eventually became his 
partner in the firm of Cooper & Hewitt. 

Later Abram Hewitt married the only 
daughter of Peter Cooper. Abram Hewitt 
was active in the iron and steel business 
from the beginning and induced Peter 
Cooper to remove his iron works from an un- 
profitable location in New York City toa 
better one in New Jersey. Several branch 
concerns were established and the Cooper 
mills were among the first to make iron 
beams and girders for building. | 


Studies Iron Industry. 


In 1867 Mr. Hewitt was one of ten commis- 
sioners sent te the Paris exposition to study 
the iron industry of Europe, and he madea 
most careful and thorough investigation of 
every branch of it. Upon his return to the 
United States he wrote several articles em- 
bodying the results of his observations. 

The Cooper & Hewitt mills contributed 

largely to the union victory during the civil 
war by making gunmetal and other war mu- 
nitions which they sold to the government at 
cost. 
* In 1875 Mr. Hewitt was elected to congress 
on the democratic ticket, and except for one 
term he served until 1887, when he resigned 
to become mayor of New York City, defeat- 
ing Henry George. 

During his term as mayor he teorganized 
many of the municipal departments and 
was one of the earliest advocates of munici- 


pal control and ownership of public utilities. . 


In 18i6 he was chairman of the national 
democratic committee in charge of the Til- 
den campaign. Mr. Hewitt had for many 
years was active in the management of the 
Cooper Union founded by Peter Cooper. 
This institution has grown and thrived under 
Mr. Hewitt’s management. 


GEN. SAMUEL THOMAS DEAD.|

New York. 


New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—Gen. Sam- 
uel Thomas died suddehly tonight of heart 
disease at. his home 17 West Fifty-seventh 
street. While he had been ailing for more 
than a year, he was up and about until this 
afternoon. He is survived by two sons and 
a daughter, E. R. Thomas, R. E. Thomas, 
and Mrs. Livingstone Beekman. 

Gen. Thomas was born at South Point, 
Lawrence county, O., April 27, 1840. His 
parents were of Virginia stock. In July, 


‘1861, he was appointed second lieutenant 


of the Twenty-seventh Ohio voélunteer in- 
fantry, and with that command served for 
three years in the civil war. 

After leaving. the government service Gen. 
Thomas turned his attention to industrial 
pursuits. He started his business career in 
Zanesville, O., as a manufacturer of pig tron 
and railroad supplies. In 1865, when the 
coal fields in the Hocking valley were opened, 
Gen. Thomas embarked in the coal mining 
trade.

Fifty-six bank robberies in the Snited 
States in less than four months js the record 
which is worrying the country bankers. 

Ildmois and Nebraska head the list with 
seven robberies each, Indiana has five, Mis- 
souri and Texas four each. Néw York, Penn- 
sytvania, South Dakota, Wisconsin, and 

‘ennessee have three each as their share. 
Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, and South Caroll- 
ma each have two. The singl@® are Ken- 
tucky, Montana, New Mexico, and Utah. 
In the office of the Pinkerton: detective 
agency there is a large map of the United 
States, which !s dotted in spots and patches 
with litth tags made fast to it with pins. 
They start in-the right hand upper corner 
at Thomaston, Me. The next one is Ver 
mont. Then are three in New York, three 
in Penneylvantia, and then after at a swarm 
in Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, and 
other middie western states. 


| Pacific Coast Escapes. 


The one farthest west in this thick settle- 
ment is marked Norman, Neb. Then itisa 
long journey to the final stopping place at 
Price, tah. There are no tags farther 
west than that. The Pacific coast is abso- 
lutely clear of them. é 

Off to the south there are a few, in Texas, 
Georgia, and South Carolina, and up in the 
north there are some more, but the great 
mass is not far either way from the Missis- 
sippi river, and is grouped around Chicago. 

These tags form a pictorial record of the 
bank burglaries that have occurred since 
Sept. 15, 1902, when the Pinkertons made 
their annual report to the American Bankers’ 
association. Hach one has written on it 
the name of the town and the date of the 
crime, and if the burglary was successful, 
that is all If it was a failure forany reason 
the name and the date are precedeti by “‘At.,”’ 
an abbreviation of the word “Attempt.” 


Bank Robbery am Industry. | 


In the bank burgling industry there are, 

so to speak, captains, lieutenants, and pri- 

vates. There is the “ plant hunter,’’ who 

goes about as a beggar or peddler and finds, 

out where there are safes to be robbed. 

He seldom, takes part in the actual robbery. | 
Then there are the men, usually two in each 

gang, who understand the use of explosives, 
and perform the real operation of blowing 

the safe. And finally there are the “ stick 

up’ men, the men who stand outside and 

shoot at you if you venture on the street or 

pop your head out of a\window. | 


| Use of Electricity. 
There.was a question not long ago as to 
whether the common use of powerful cur- 
rents of electricity by street railway and 
lighting companies would not provide the 
intelligent bank burglar with a means of re- 
suming operations on a larger scale by at- 
taching temporary wires to trolley wires and 
melting out the locks of bank safes, buf this 
feat can be accomplished only when all the 
conditions are prearranged for it, and it is 
not regarded as a feasible method for thieves. 
The only benefit 'which the safe blower 
and the house breaker have derived from 
electrical invention is that it has given them 
a new and handy dark lantern. - Several 
weeks ago; with a cane that had in the han- 
die a small electric light bulb, one of those 
prowlers was caught in Brooklyn. 


| Old Tools Not Used. 
There are few, if any, improvements on 
the old fashioned jimmies, pullers, braces, 
spreaders, and wedges of bygone days, but 
they are no longer used. 

Instead of seventy-five pounds of steel 
tools the modern bank thief carries a rub- 
ber bottle of nitroglycerin, a cake of brown 
soap, a fuse, and a handful of detonating 
caps. The door of the safe is blown off—not 
pried off—and the man who does it is not the 
well dressed, high living crook of old, but 
a tramp, a hobo, an outcast even in the so- 
ciety of crime. |

Melodrama seems to be in favor just at 
present with the managers of our leading 
theaters.

matic fervor and zeal quite surpasses any~ 
thing usually found outside McVicker’s or 
houses. The<program 
styles ‘““Sergeant James,” which had its 
Chicago premier at the Grand last evening, 
a Heroic Drama,’’ but the less dis- 


eriminative class of amusement seekers will 


call it just a melodrama, and let it go at that. 
Eugene Walter, the author, is said to have 
spent a year in the United States army, and 
from the knowledge and experience gained 
during that year he planned the setting and 
detail of his play. . 
There is much of soldier life in ‘‘ Sergeant 
James ""—much of it is attractive and inter- 
esting, and it is not for an uninformed out- 
sider to attempt to pass judgment on the ac- 
curacy of what is done in a military way. 
The details may be. set down therefore as 
correct, and the author complimented on hav- 
ing secured a pleasing background for the 


“romance of a man who ‘listed,”” which he 
has written. 


But he did mak@ that romance melo- 
dramatic, and no mistake! There are no less 
than three villains, and they are villains of 


the “real” villain type beloved of gallery gods 
and perusers of detective stories. 


The hero- 
ine, too, is of the excitable, emotionally ex- 
travagant variety, and then there is the hero 
and his usual quota of friends. Itis the hero 
and his friends, however, who make the play 
reasonably acceptable, for he is less of a prig 
than heroes in melodramas generally are, 
and he has a number of good friends who are 
quite likable folk. / 

Taken as a melodrama pure and simple 
“Sergeant James”’ is far from being a bad 
play—in fact, it is a more than commonly 


‘good one, but it seems queerly out of place 


on the stage of the Grand, and the Grand's 
patrons don’t seem to know exactly what to 


do with it. 


The story is quickly outlined. Sergeant 
James is a wealthy young New Yorker, who 
loved a girl, was jilted by her, and—when 
she married another in order to save her fa- 
ther from financial ruin—joined the army, 
and made himself the admired of every man 
in his company. Years pass, and the girl 


-and her husband, who is a gambler and a 


generally worthiess piece, come out to Mon- 
tana and there meet James.

It will be 
seen that the probability of the plot dare 
not be too closely scrutinized, but the theme 


' is not unskillfully handled, and save for the 


terrible improbability of the climax of the 

third act the play is fairly well put together. 

The production is in many ways an ad- 

mirable one. The staging is attractive and 


the costuming is madé pleasing by the abun- | 


dance of uniforms. The company, as a 
whole, is praise deserving. William Har- 
court, in the title réle, makes James manly 
and a strong, healthy personality that 
ie engaging. The love lorn business he does 
not overemphasize, and the deep friendship 
for Fowler he plays with the offhandedness 
that makes it accurately American. By 
moderation in manner and speech the actor 
prevents the unmrealness of the oharacter 
from becoming prominent, and makes the 
part not only acceptable but effective. Fran- 
cis Bonn, as James’ comrade Fowler, adds 
materially to the enjoyableness of the per-. 
formance, for he, too, plays his r6le with di- 
rectness and a simple good nature and 
heartiness that are winning. Harold Hart- 
sell, as the husband, is flercely melodramat- 
ic much of the time, but his two villain as- 
sociates, Mr. Balfour and Mr. Selman, are 
less intense than he, and they prevent the 
plotting scenes from becoming too lurid. 
Harry Gibbs is satisfactory as young Bris- 
coe, and Mr. McAllister acceptable as Lieut. 
Johnson. — 

Of the women of the cast, Miss Van Bus- 
kirk is the most attractive. She plays the 
jolly; high spirited, pretty New York maiden 
first coming in contact with military life 
in bright and natural fashion. Her scene 
in the opening act, despite the one or two 
broad lines it contains, was handled with 
much neatness and animation.

ARCOLA -COAL FAMINE. 
The doings at Arcola on Saturday are in- 
structive. When. the leading men in a town 
—its bankers, merchants, lawyers, and doe- 
torslay violent hands on coal which docs 
not belong to them it is evident they are in 
sore need of coal. It is said half the people 
were outof fuel. The loca] coal dealersbhave 
not been able to get any forsometime. The 
citizens have seen coal trains passing 
through their town and making no deliveries 
there. When a train broke down at their 
doors they saw fh the accident the finger of 
providence and seized the coal. They are 
willing and ready to pay for it when they 
find out the owner. He may be a miné oper- 
ator or he may bea Chicago coal dealer who 
relied on the consignment to fil} pressing 
orders in this city. 

The action of the good citizens of Arcola 
was clearly illegal. No one has a right to 
help himself to the property of another with- 
out obtaining the consent of the owner. But 
“ self-preservatiomis the first law of nature.” 
If the state of affairs at Arcola has been as 
bad as the dispatches report it is not to he 
wondered at that the people should take ad- 
vantage of the opportune breakdown of a 
train. 

A special Cook county grand jury is now 
investigating the coal question. It is al- 
leged by business men that there is a greater 
volume of coal in Chicago this year than 
there was last year, when there were no 
complaints of scarcity. It is asserted that 
there are thousands of cars filled with coal 
in and about Chicago whose owners will not 
have them unloaded and their contents de- 
livened to consumers because they have 
conspired to force up prices. In Arcola and 
other small towns in the west and northwest 
the grievance is not ‘go much the price o 
coal as the lack of it. ae 
Naturally, when there isa scarcity of coal, 
the large cities ane the best served. They 
bid higher. They havegreat manufacturing 
establishments which must be kept run- 
ning if possible. If they were to shut down 
widespread suffering would ensue. Resi- 
dents im smaller towns understand this, but 
statements to the effect that while they, al- 
though nearer to the mines than Chicago, 
cannot get coal, there are great stocks of 
coal in Chicago held back from consumers 
for speculative purposes by the mine oper- 
ators or coal dealers, will not be read with 
pleasure by the residents in question. 

The grand jury should lose no time in find- 
ing out whether such statements are trne or 
untrue. It ought to be able to find out quick- 
ly how much coal there is in and about Chi- 
cago in yards and cars. If the charges are 
true the railroads should be called on to 
force the owners of coal in cars to unload 
their cars. If the charges be not true the 
fact should be made known, so that people 
elsewhere may understand that Chicago is 
receiving no more coal than it actually needs, 
and that railroads, operators, and dealers 
are not conspiring to injure them as well as 
Chicagoans. | 


THE NATIONAL NAVAL RESERVE. 

There are state naval militia forces which 
did good service in the last war. The presi- 
dent and secretary of the navy recognize the 
value of the state organizations and would 
do nothing to lessen their efficiency. They 
believe, however, that the state naval militia 
forces should be supplemented by a national 
naval reserve organized and trained under 
the direction of the navy department and 


subject to the call of the president when 


needed. The one will constitute the inner 
line of defense and the other will form a 
part of the outer line. It is proposed that 
the national reserve shall consist of ex-offi- 
cers and honorably diecharged petty officers 
aud men of the United States navy and the 
- United States naval auxiliary force; officers, 
petty officers, and men who have served at 
least three years in the organized naval 
militia of any state and received honorable 
discharge therefrom; together with those 
of the officers and crews of seagoing and 
coastwise steamers, sailing vessels, and fish- 
ing vessels and yachts, and others found 
qualified for the service who are citizens of 
the United States by birth or naturalization. 
They are not to be called into active service 
in peace times unless they desire it, but are 
to do such duty in the form of drills, exer- 
cises, and study as the navy department may 
order. | 
The provision in the bill to promote the 

efficiency of the militia for the organization 
of a volunteer reserve made up of men who 
have had previous military training in the 
national guard or the regular army has been" 
criticised by some preternaturally suspicious 
persons as a stealthy attempt to enlarge the 
regular army and undermine free institu- 
tions. No such silly fears will be enter- 
tained anywhere about a nationg! naval re- 
serve. The curious dread of the army which | 
has troubled so many men since the founda- 
tion of the republic never has existed as to 
the navy. .It has been said that alarge navy 
‘would be expensive. It never has been said 
that it: could be used for the invasion of 
popular rights. If the bill to create a na- 
tional naval reserve ever can bé brought to 
a vote it assuredly will pass and the naval 
efficiency of the country be increased, 


TYPHOID AND OYSTERS. 

A British lecturer, Dr. Sir James Crichton 
H. Brown, is responsible for a most umwar- 
rantable attack upon American oysters. He 
said im a recent lecture that most diseases 
could be attributed to the weakening of 
man’s digestive faculties, and that this was 
due to imperfect mastication and rapid 
methods of living. Healso claims that mod- 
ern people have not such teeth ag their an- 
cestors had, and that saliva is less abundant, 
owing to the soft, pulpy foods that are eaten. 
This led the lecturer to American oysters 
imported from New York, which, he claimed, 
had beet contaminated by sewage and had 
caused the recent outbreaks of typhoid in 
Westchester and Southampton. 

It is odd that, after eating raw oysters 
for nearly 300 years, it is just discovered that 
they carry the germs of typhoid and are un- 
healthy. - The New York state health offi- 
cials have promptly denied the English state- 
ment and have shown that there is not the 
slightest possibility of contamination from 
sewage or any other cause. Indeed, the oys- 
ter’s environment is such as to remove any 
danger of this kind, for there is no deadlier 
foe to germs than salt.water. Every time 
an oyster opens its shell it is death to germs. 

Dr. Sir James Crichton H. Brown de- 
scribed the American oyster as “ a potentia) 
torpedo in the bowels.” If he had said this

missioning them to accomplish impossible 
tasks and then condemning them as inefi-

It ie said by the Berlin press that the prin- 
cipal reason for the sudden departure of the 
German ambassador for Burope:on, long 
leave of absencé is the dissatisfaction of the 


kaiser at his failure to seture the acceptance 
by President Roosevelt of the German invi- 


tation that he should act as arbitrator in the 
‘Venezuelan imbrogilo. But if the kaiser 


had been in this country and as much in’ 


touch with the American people as his am- 
bassador, who possesses an experience of 
men and conditions here extending over a 
number of years, he would have zed that 
public sentiment in America of every shade 
ef political opinion was strongly averse to 
the president's acceptance of the flattering 
invitation of the kaiser and that it was in 
deference to this expression of public feeling 
that the master of the White house, although 
at first disposed to accept, eventually de- 
clined the role of arbitrator. 

‘The emperor is to a great extent his own 
foreign minister, and while his judgmem and 
political acumen may be all right with re- 


‘gard to Buropean matters, he labore in so 


far as America is concerned under the dis- 
advantage of never having been tn this coun- 
try. -And @ifficult as it is for foreigners 
who have been here for — years pei 
a correct judgment concerning men and con» 
ditions in the United States, it is impossible 
for any one who has never visited the weet- 
ern hemisphere to form any conception 
thereof.

But 
just because he does t understand the 
American train of thought most of his ad- 
vances are misinterpreted by the people here, 
and even the compliments and tokens of re- 
gard which he proffers are viewed with sus- 
picion.

‘Jt was Prince winsome personality, 
and his advice in every public utterance to 
Germans in this country to prove themselves 
good American citizens, and whole hearted- 
ly loyal in their allegiance to the United 
States that saved the trip of the Kaiser’s 
brother over here last spring from being 
looked upon as an endeavor by the emperor 
to retain through sentimental reasons his 
hold upon the hearts and loyalty of the many 
millions of Germans in this country for the

l project of doing something for the higher 
education of the biind. An excellent start 
has been made in providing ordinary educa- 
tion for the blind people. Many of the states 
maintain well equipped institutions which 
‘are doing great work. Itisa lamentable fact, 
however, that higher education on ordinary 
university lines is practically denied © to 
the blind because there is not sufficient de- 
mand for such education to justify the man- 
ufacture of the necessary special books and 
instruments. 

“I introduced a bill some time ago provid- 
ing for a system of higher education for blind 
people under the auspices of the United 
States government, not so much asa charity 
as because it is necessary for the central 
govegnment to take up this work. I have 
béen entirely unable to get any considera- 
tion for the bill, although it has strong sup- 
port all over the country. 

“This measure is a striking example of 
the absurdity of the present system of rules 
of the house of representatives, which 
renders it impossible for a member to secure 


‘consideration for a bifl absolutely on its 


merits. I believe in restricting useless de- 
bate and in providing machinery for expe- 
diting public business, but I do not at all 
see that it is necesstry or even Wise to have 
a system of rules which requires that each 
bill shall not only be passed upon by the 
proper committee but shall then have to run 
the gantlet of the speaker and the com- 
mittee on rules. They cannot possibly un- 
derstand the importance of the different 
measures presented to them. If they could 
digest such a mass of information there 
would be no need for any other committee. 
“There are many brilliant blind people in 
the United States, so far-as individual ca- 
pacity is concerned|\‘and yet they must re- 
main in darkness because the way to the 
professions is barred for them, I know a 
splendid blind lawyer in Chicago, and one 
of the greatest specialists on the throat 
achieved his success because his sense of 
hearing had.been developed to an extraor- 


-dinary degree when he lost his sight, so that 


he could discover things with his stethoscope 
which were unknown to the rest of the pre 
fession. 

* The house of representatives, I feel sure, 
would provide the simple means suggested 
for securing a professional education for 
blind people, but under the present system 
here it is impossible even to secure considera- 
tion for a few minutes for such a measure. 
I hope to see a reform in this direction which 
will not in any way interferé with the dis- 
patch of business, but which, at the same 
time, will make the house of representatives 
more of & deliberative body and increase the 
responsibility of the individual members.”’

“ There is a strong demand for legislation 
which will make the currency of the country

BARBERS WANT A NEW LAW 
TO MAKE THEM DOCTORS. 


Meet in Ulich’s Hall and Contribute 
Fund to Pay the Expenses ofa Com- 
mittee at Springfield. | 


The Chicago barber is to graduate from the 
level of the mere “ tonsorial artist ’’ to that 
of the “doctor of medicine "’ if the plans of 
the Chicago Barbers’ Protective association 
are carried out. He is to broaden the scope 
of “ his profession ’’ until he becomes an ex- 
pert in handling facial nerve trouble. 

Great things were prophesied for him yes- 
terday at the meeting of the barbers of the 
city in Ulich’s hall. Boss barbers and jour- 
neymen were there to boom the new law 
they hope to have passed by the legislature. 
They appointed committees to push the meas- 
ure and raised funds. 

“ Chicago is the best barber town in the 
world,’’ said Business Agent Edward Fitz- 
gerald of the journeyman barbers, ‘* but it 
has the most degraded shops in the country. 
Some of them are not fit to live in. If the 
trade is to be lifted to the level where it be- 
longs we must have laws that make it a 
profession and bring back to it some of the 
branches it had ‘before the doctors became al! 
important. We have a law to be introduced 
at the mext legislature that will do this, and 
‘we want it passed. This wil! give us compe- 
tent barbers and insure sanitary shops. That 
is worth striving for.’’ 

Attorney William H. Thompson of Darrow 
& Thompson explained the bilL 

“The bill has two important points, " said 
be. ** The first requires that all the shops 
and implements be kept clean and sanitary. 
The second requires that the barbers be 
well versed in medicinal knowledge. It 
aiso requires an examination of al! appren- 
tices after they have served three years’ 
time with a licensed barber, The law fur- 
ther provides for a board of five commis- 
sioners and for’ten inspectors.”’

National League 
Any Trouble in His Organisation 
Will Net Affect American and, No 
. Twe or Three Clubs Can Defeat 
the Action Taken—Interleague Se- 


by Garry Hermann Meets Favor. 


President James A. Hart ofthe Chicago 
National league ball club yesterday set at 
rest all doubts as to the finality of the Cin- 
cinnati peace agreement with the terge ex- 
pression: “Any difference of opinion among 
our members will not affect the American 
league. It will be our own trouble, and no 
one club, or two clubs, or even three clubs, 
can defeat a measure like this, which is for 
the good of the majority and of baseball." 

This view is shared by the American league, 
and, while there is no disposition at this 
time to say unpleasant things, the reported 
wail of John T. Brush found little sympathy 
in either National or American league quar- 
ters. 

There is a little clause in the new peace | 
pact which says: ‘‘ This committee {joint | 
schedule] shall be authorized—if it deems 
advisable—to provide for a series of cham- 
pionship games between all of the clubs of 
both leagues.” 

This clause leaves much to be imagined 


or explained, but its possibilities arouse more’ 


interest in the real fan, who cares nothing 
for the politics of the game, than any other 
subject of the conference, except, ecient 
the allotment of players. 


Hermann Suggests Plan. 

While nothing was announced officially, 
Garry Hermann suggested a plan which is 
now under consideration. It contemplates 
that each club in the National league shall 
play a series of six games with each club of 
the American league, and vice versa, or a 
total of forty-eight games in all, the winner 
of the highest percentage among the sixteen 
clubs to become national champion. Under 
this scheme, no club would play any other 
club in its own league in this series, to de- 
pig interest from the regular champion- 
ship. 

While the idea received much favorable 
comment, it was so radical it was left over for 
the schedule committees and to give the 
respective magnates time to consider it. 
With its adoption the regular league sched- 
ules would have to be cut to 112 games, or 


| a total of 160 games for the season. Con- 


tracts date from April 15 to Oct. 15, which, 
allowing for 160 games, would leave twenty- 
seven open dates for postponements and 
traveling. 

The idea is to way ‘half of these forty- 
eight games in the spring and half in the 
fall, although there are several American 
league magnates opposed to any games be- 
fore the championship season begins on the 
ground such games would show the weakness 
of some club and thus detract from the in- 
terest in those cities. The counter argu- 
ment is that, being championship affairs, the 
games would be part of the season. 


Local Series Is Assured. 

There is also a sentimental side to the ques- 
tion. - It is a wide outshoot of the consolida- 
tion-amalgamation talk, and would hu a 
measure meet those requirements, as it 
would give the fans in every one of the cities 
a chance to see the other fifteen clubs of 
the two leagues in action during the season. 
Clubs which have been riddled of players 
and cash during the war just ended would 
have a chance to recoup, with stronger clubs 
as attractions on their home grounds. 

In speaking of the scheme, Mr. Hart said: 
“It has many good points at first thought, 
but just because we want to consider it care- 
fully all preparations of this kind are left 
to the schedule committees. At present I 
see more arguments in its favor than ob- 
jections.”’ 

Hart and Comiskey informally talked of a 
series of games for the local championship 
between the Colts and White Stockings, but 
owing to the still unsettled conditions no 
definite arrangements were possible. That 
there will be a series of between the 
White Sox and Colts is an assurd fact. 


FINDS FAVOR RIN CINCINNATI.

He will 
go to California to assist the Pacific North- 
west league in blacklisting jumpers as soon 
as the coming conference of the three pres- 
idents—Pulliam, Johnson, and Powers—is 
held to formulate an agreement and uniform 
rules for the ratification of the three bodies. 

Among the questions informally discussed 
today was the expected interchange of cham- 
pionship games between all teams of the 
National and American,leagues, so that fif- 
teen instead of seven visiting clubs would be 
seen at each place, and this matter may be 
brought up at the National meeting here next 
week, as well as at the American league 
meeting in New York next month. 

With five of the eight National league 
clubs already fully committed to indorse- 
ment, there is no trouble expected from Bos- 
ton or the two clubs of greater New York.
